Rardin Starts First Link.of Road on Bolles 
Canal In 10-Year Plan to Create Network 
Of Farm Roads Covering The Lake Area 


Ať 11:30 Tuesday morning of 
this week County Commissioner 
Paul Rardin announced approval 
of construction of two miles of 
county road on Bolles canal, as the 
first piece’ of new road in, the 
most comprehensive .co-operative 
plan ever undertaken to create 
a network of farm roads in the 
Lake Okeechobee Region, Rardin’s 
plan, dreamed up by him since he 
took office the first of the year, 
calls for «closest co-operation be- 
tween the county road department 
and the farmers to be affected by 
the new roads, 

In order to stretch county road 
dollars to a maximum, Rardin’s 
plan calls for a goodly amount of 
cash to be put up by landowners to 
aid in road-building in order that 
the complete plan may be culmi- 
nated in a ten-year period., The 
plan is so designed that should the 
Lake Farming Région outgrow its 
present confines, only extension of 
roads would be ‘necessary to serve 
the newly developed areas. 

Farmers in the area to be served 
by the new Bolles canal road 
which runs east off Road 26 for a 
distance of two:-miles, were anx- 
ious to be first to participate in 
the new co-operative plan. They 
will pay $14,000 of the $21,000 total 
cost of the road with the county 
paying $7060. The road will. be 
built to county specifications un- 
der contrfict. -

Of Farm Bureau To 
Give More Seryice 


ORLANDO .— -The American 
Farm Bureau Federation will es- 
tablish fruit and vegetable depart- 
menton October 16 with Porter 
R. Taylor as director, to serve pro- 
ducers of these crops in their dis- 
tribution and economic problems, 
John Ford, executive secretary of 
the Florida Farm Bureau,’ an- 
nounced today. 

Simultaneously the Cooperative 
Fruit and Vegetable Association, 
which Mr. Taylor has served as 
general wanie during the last 
three years, will be dissolved and 
its members urged to give their 
full suport’to the Farm Bureau in 
its new program, Marvin H. Walk- 
er, its president, announced at 
Lakeland. 

“For Florida fruit and vegetable 
growers,” said Mr. Ford, “This 
program means a larget voice in 
national legislativ ematters, a 
chance to work with producers in 
other states for their common 
good, and the services of Mr. 
Taylor constantly “on the job at 
Washington as trouble shooter for 
our industry.” 

The Farm Bureau's fruit ‘and 
millions of dollars to Florida 
growers who suffered crop losses 
vegetable department will be 
supervised by a national commit- 
tee of fruit and vegetable grow- 
ers, on which C. Walton Rex, of 
Orlando, represents. Florida pro- 
ducers. National Commodity com- 
mittees will be formed for indi- 
vidual crops such as citrus and 
potatoes to handle their particular 
problems.’ ~ 

Before he went with the coopera- 
tive fruit and vegetable associa- 
tion, Mr. Taylor was chief of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture's 
fruit and vegetable branch, hand- 
ling its regulatory. and: other pro- 
grams in the, pre-war period. He 
left government service jto help 
growers do more of these’ things 
for themselves. 

“Mr. Taylor and Farm Bureau 
officials have worked together 
closely in recent years,” said Mr. 


Ford. “They collaboreted in 
drafting and sponsoring the 
famous ‘disaster clause’ of the 


Price.control act, which has meant 
„during the last two years.” 

Mr. Walker, who is also man- 
ager of the Florida Citrus Pro- 


. ducers Trade Asséciation, said the 


cooperative fruit and vegetable 
association will be dissolved on 
Oct. 15 and rebates made on all 
unexpired memberships. Its mem- 
bers include growers and shippers 
handling a latge percentage of 
Florida fruits and vegetables. 
“We have discussed with Farm 
Bureau officials, for almost a year, 
the need for one strong national 
organization to represent and 
setve fruit and vegetable grow- 
.ers," Mr. Walker said. “We believe
